Willard Hall and Dave Galloway Shot and 
Killed While Trying to Arrest Man for 
Drunkenness and Disorderly Conudct at the 
Home of Leonard Fields Near Foot of Pine 
Mountain on Cumberland. 





Deputy Sheriff Willard Hall, about 55, and Deputy 
bheriff, Dave Galloway, 47, were both murdered on Saturday 
aight about 6:30 at the home of Leonard Fields on Cumber- 
‘and near the foot of Pine Mountain. 

According to officers Mr. Hall, Mr. Galloway, Sheriff 
Combs and Son-in-law, Buddy McWilliams left Whitesburg 
around 5:00 o’clock Saturday evening to check on law vio- 
lators as a whole and serve a paper on Willard Collier on 
Cumberland, who it developed, was at Leonard Fields home. 
There had been some complaint that Collier had been drunk 
and was disturbing the peace. The “station wagon” which 
was driven by McWilliams was parked in front of the house 
and Willard and Dave got out and went inside the house to 
serve the warrant, Sheriff Combs and “Mac” waiting in the 
tar. Soon after the two officers entered the house two shots 
tang out almost simultaneously. Mr. Combs states that he 
jumped out of the car on one side and Mac on the other. 
Sheriff Combs ran up the steps, tried the door and about the 
same time a key turned the lock and they would not let him 
in- He then went to the rear of the house and tried the back 
door which also was locked. He looked in a window and saw 
a man’s head on the floor and saw two men, one with the arm 
around the other’s shoulder. Not having a gun and realizing 
that something terrible had taken place, he immediately ran 
back to the station wagon and said, “Mac”, let’s go for help 
something terrible has happened to Willard and Dave. They 
drove back to Whitesburg to get guns and help, calling all 
officers in the county. By the time they were ready to 
return to get the wounded officers and the violators, he 
states that Leonard Fields had gotten into a car and come to 
Whitesburg to give himself up and stated that his wife had 
killed the men. The county officials went after the bodies 
along with Archie Craft, Letcher County Coroner—finding 
both men dead on the flcor. Mrs. Fields was said to 
have fired the fatal shots while sitting in front of the fire, 
near where the bodies lay. One body was in one room, the 
other in another—and according to the latest information, 
it is believed two different types of shells were used — two 
guns being found in the, home when the officers returned,

mas trees used to come from Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia and Poland. 
A small number were made in Japan. 
‘When the war cut off these supplies, 
American glass manufacturers, who 
had never bothered with these prod- 
uets before, turned part of their fa- 
cilities over to making the pretty 
gewgaws. Mechanical methods were 
soon developed that could blow as 
many ornaments in an hour as 


a European glassblower could make | ax 


in a month. Thus modern efficlen- 
ey may doom this picturesque little 
industry, carried on in the moun- 
tainous towns of eastern Europe.

tainsides. Families specialize in cer- | Mf 


tain shapes and designs, patterns 
that may date back for hundreds of 
years unchanged. The father, using 
@ bunsen bumer, carefully blows 
the thin glass tubing to the de- 
sired shape, with the aid of an iron 
mold. His son acting as mold 
boy, removes the hot ornament to a 
cooling table. Next the mother sil- 
vers the inside, and finally the 
daughter applies paint and perhaps 
decorative designs. 


Christmas Rose Has 
Real Significance 


Legend tells us that a young shep- 
herd girl was weeping bitterly as 
she watched the Wise Men on their 
way to take gifts to the Christ Child. | 


An angel appeared, and after as- 
certaining why the young girl was 
crying, she waved her wand, and 
instantly the ground was carpeted 
with glittering white Christmas 
roses. The young girl quickly gath- 
ered these blooms. When she pre- 
sented her gift, the Christ Child 
smiled, and as his fingers touched 
the white flowers the petals became 
tinged with pink. 


This custom originated with the 
Dutch, They used their wooden 
shoes instead of stockings. 

When the Dutch come to New Am. 
sterdam, this custom came with 
them—the wooden shoes being grad- 
ually replaced by stockings made for 
the occasion out of net-like materi- 
als. As nearly every home had a 
fireplace the usual place to hang the 
stockings was over the fireplace. 


Treating Trees To 
Preserve Needles 


Dropping needles or leaves of 
Christmas trees, which strip the 
trees of color and litter the floor, | 
long have been a Yuletide bane. 
Therefore, the discovery of the 
New York State College of Forestry 
that waterglass spray will prevent 
the spruce leaves from falling 
comes as welcome news to family 
and housewife alike. 

Besides preserving the foliage, 
the waterglass spray adds to the! 
decorative effect of the spruce by 
leaving 2 slight silver sheen to the 
green of the needle-like leaves. The 
waterglass also has been found to 
be a good fre retardant. 

‘The college found that the shed- 
ding of spruce leaves also can be 
retarded by placing the base of the 
tree in a bucket of moist earth, 
peat moss or water. Users have re- 
ported the success of this treat- 
ment. 


Our Most Famous 
Christmas Trees 


Most famous of the nation’s 
Christmas trees are growing on the 
wooded rolling acres of the Roose- 
velt estate at Hyde Park, N. Y. De- 
veloped as a result of a hobby which 
occupied much of the late Pres. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's spare time, 
the groves of Yule trees now are 
scattered on odd patches and par- 
cels of land throughout the estate. 

The trees, about 270,000 in num- 
ber, are principally of Norway 
spruce, white spruce and Douglas 
fr, with a few balsams alio in- 
cluded. 





Although the tree growing was a 
hobby with the late president, he 
inalsted that the project pay ite own 
way. Consequently about 2,000 to 
3,000 trees are marketed every 
Christmas season, 


Merry Christmas to all.

In 1540 when a plague was rag- 
ing in Switzerland, 12 pious men of 
Rheinfelden formed a brotherhood 
to pray for St. Sebastian's aid, and 
to nurse the sick and bury the dead. 
Pestilence in medieval times was 
ascribed to evil spirits in water, so 
the Brotherhood of St. Sebastian vis- 
ited each of the town's seven foun- 
tains, praying and singing hymns at 
each stop. They still continue this 
custom, but only on Christmas Eve. 
For this ritual the 12 Brothers are 
dressed in black, with black silk 
top hats. At every fountain they 
gather around the lantern-bearer 
and sing a medieval song. The 
march begins at the Froschweide 
fountain, where the plague is sup- 
posed to have started three cen- 
turies ago. When they have passed 
the seventh, they enter the church 
for midnight mass, and ceremoni- 
ously place thelr lantern on the al- 
tar of St. Sebastian. 


Legend has it that when Christ was 
born and Satan died. the bells 
in the churches were rung. At ex- 
actly midnight the tolling changed to 
a joyful peal, announcing the birth 
of the Christ.

Transplanting of trees dur- 
ing the winter, provided the 
ground is not frozen too deep- 
u\ly, is recommended by W. E.

Trees, he says, may be safely 
transplanted in fall and spring 
or “there is no better time o 
the year to transplant trees 
than right now up until the 
ground freezes to some depth.”

On Wednesday, January 7, 
there will be a soil testing 
school held in the County 
Agent’s Office. Mr. S. C. Jones, 
Soil Specialist from the Uni- 
versity, will be here tn test the 
soil brought in a... vo tell 
farmers and gardeners how 
the land should be fertilized. 

Many people waste money 
by adding fertilizer where no 
fertilized is necessary. The 
fields can be made to produce 
an abundant crop by adding 
the necessary fertilizer in 
right amounts, too much of one 
element is as bad as too little 

To take samples of soil cne 
should clear the grass away 
and using a spade to cut a 
place as deep as the ploy runs. 
Then take an even slice off the 
straight edge. This should not 
be done where a brush pile, 
rubbish pile, fertilized stock 
and the like has been. A sam- 
ple should be taken from 1 to 
10 places in a good sized field 
and all mixed together well. It 
should be spread out to dry, 


take about a pint of the soil 
and bring into the County 
Agent’s office under the Post 
Office. If you cannot bring it 
on January 7, bring it previous 
to that time and results will 
be sent you after January 7.

State Motorists Pay 


Heavy Taxes 

Louisville, Dec. 15 — The 
state and federal governments 
have collected $253.50 from the 
average Kentucky motorist 1 
taxes on the gasoline he has 
used in the automobile he now 
owns, according Eugene Stu- 
art, secretary-manager of the 
Louisville Automobile Club.

A song which made its ap- 
pearance in 1942 entitled 
“White Christmas,” is in its 
fourth year and well on its 
way to permanent recognition 
as a Christmas favorite. 

The amazing popularity of 
“White Christmas” as a yule- 
tide song reached its peak last 
year when a poll conducted 
to establish the favorite caro: 
of servicemen revealed that 22 
per cent of the votes went tc 
this early war song written es- 
pecially for the occasion by 
Irving Berlin, graduate of Tin 
Pan Alley. 

The birth of the song wa: 
entirely by accident despite 
rumors to the contrary which 
attribute its conception to the 
war,. Actually, it was compos 
ed in 1940. A Hollywood studio 
had an idea for a motion pic- 
ture to be called “Holiday Inn” 
co-starring Fred Astaire and 
Bing Crosby. The theme of the 
picture was based on the holi- 
days of the year and a song 
was needed to represent eaci 
holiday. Irving Berlin was 
contracted for the composi- 
tions, The picture, released in 
1942, was synonymous witl 
our second wartime Christ-

Declares Dividend 
The Federal Land Bank of 
Louisville has declared a di- 
vidend of $412,682.50 announ- 
ces M. S. Kennedy, Jr., presi- 
dent.

The number of World War 
II Veterans enrolled in edu- 
cational and job-training 
courses in Ohio, Michigan ana 
Kentucky reached an all-time 
high of 346,125 on December 
1, it wag reported today at the 
Veterans Administration tri- 
state Branch Office in Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

The total included veterans 
studying the training under 
both the G. I. Bill (Public Law

In Ohio the total reached 
170,602, including 123,917 at- 
tending educational institu- 
tions and 46,685 taking job- 
training courses.

Wastebaskets, too, make attractive gifts. The cardboard variety, either 
oval or square in shape, can be secured in your local 5 and 10 or depart- 
ment store. Cover with plain paper or gift wrapping. Shellac, mount 
cards. Re-shellac—as with the lampshade. 

Another trick! Select three cards of uniform size and theme—either 
religious, scenic or peasant, etc. Place them in inexpensive cardboard or 
wooden frames. Take a long strip of heavy satin ribbon with sewn-on bow 
at one end. Attach frames to ribbon in Victorian manner, i. e., one over 
the other. Then sew a hook on back of bow so ribbon may be hung from 


j the wall. 


A useful and colorful gift for the man of the house--especially if he 
happens to be a pipe smoker—is the large box of kitchen matches artisti- 
cally “‘camouflaged” so Mother won't object to its presence in her newly 
“done over” living room. Cover all surfaces, with the exception of the 
sanded striking area, with strips of colorful designs taken from Christmas 
cards.
